ADDRESS OF DEPARTMENT COMMANDER CHARLES A. MILES 


COMRADES :— 


Greetings are extended to all my comrades and visitors to this Seventy-Fourth 
Annual Encampment of our Department. You are indulging me for the second 
time, because of the lamented absence of Department Commander Stoddard a 
year ago, from his own encampment. 


I accepted the honor conferred by my comrades, knowing full well it must 
primarily be only an honor. Duties would demand attention, visitations must 
be made, honors would be heaped up and there would be feasting and celebrat- 
ing I knew I would be expected to comply. I knew I ought to do so and I 
would want to the spirit would be willing but the flesh, weak. So as antici- 
pated, I sat by looked wise and tried to be patient with those who tenderly 
have cared for me during the inactive year, which normally would have been 
the most active of my career. I must recognize here the invaluable ministra- 
tions of my faithful and efficient housekeeper, Mrs. Holbrook. 


Let us show our entire citizenry, by example if necessary what we fought 
for in ’61 and lived for the many years thereafter. 


MEMBERSHIP 


Our total membership Jan. 1, 1940 was 60. During the preceding year 33 
deaths were recorded, sixteen posts disbanded in this period, leaving only 38 
posts holding a charter. Thirty-eight posts claiming but 60 members readily 
reveals the fact of “one man posts.” 


FINANCES 


Our funds are dwindling, tho’ so are our needs. With the continued support 
from various quarters, which will not diminish, as long as our purse requires 
replenishing, I have faith to believe we can carry on ’til the final bugle call and 
drum beat. 


MemortAt Day 


The Day of Memories? Remembering what? 
The cannons roar, the hissing of the shot? 
The weary hospital, the prison pen? 

The widows’ tears, the groans of stalwart men? 
The bitterness of fratricidal strife? 

The pangs of death, the sharper pangs of life? 
Nay, let us quite forget the whole of these 
Upon our sacred Day of Memories. 


The Day of Memories? Remembering what? 
The honored dust in every hallowed spot; 

The honored names of all our heroes dead; 

The glorious land for which they fought and bled; 
Our nation’s hopes; the kindly, common good; 
The universal bond of brotherhood; 

These we remember gladly, all of these, 

Upon our sacred Day of Memories. 


I was once again spared to take command in Stoughton on May 30th, where 
I have been “commander-in-chief” and the whole G. A. R. for quite a number 
of years. My two sons have always been with me for this day and in 1939 
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a double honor they having joined John A. Andrew Camp 18, Sons Union Vet- 
erans of Stoughton. We work together Memorial Day in the town of my adop- 
tion A son of a veteran has been “officer of the day” each year and the 
American Legion and Veterans of Foreign Wars alternate in naming a “Mar- 
shal”. 

I believe this should be the plan in all communities but I’m aware that 
conditions vary from place to place; in some instances perhaps better than 
in Stoughton, in other sectors much more deplorable, I am sorry to relate. 

I visited the schools, as usual prior to Memorial Day and also just before 
Armistice Day, with the Legion and Veterans Foreign Wars, to honor their 
Memorial Day. We also join forces for ‘Memorial Sunday” and Armistice 
Sunday. I was able to be present on both occasions the past year. 


In MEMoRIAM 


Death’s toll has been heavy in ratio to our numbers. We dare not ponder 
that more than a third of our existing membership on Jan. 1 1940, was pro- 
moted by the Great Creator during the year. 

Joseph F. Stoddard, my predecessor in the commander’s chair, lived less than 
a month from the time I closed his encampment passing to a new and better 
world May 9, 1989. 

Edwin J. Foster, Past Commander-in-Chief, one of the ablest and noblest who 
ever moved amongst us, passed to his eternal reward September 11, 1939, after 
a lingering illness of many months. 

Strangely enough my successor also succumbed near the peak of an excep- 
tionally active career. Hiram S. Faunce, nearest to me personally, officially and 
geographically lived to enjoy but half of his term as Senior Vice-Commander, 
died November 15, 19389. He was the last survivor of Horace Niles Post in 
Randolph, also an active son of a veteran as was Comrade Foster. 

These late comrades were outstanding but there are a score and ten others 
precious to us and to their country who have left behind a vacant chair. 


County ASSOCIATIONS 


It is surprising how well these units are being sustained throughout our state 
with the increasing number of absentees or departed veterans our sons, daugh- 
ters and other patriotic women are stepping in to fill the breach. In these 
days of little or no employment our sons have been able to attend oftener and 
even take an active part. I have been able to attend quite regularly my own 
association but few or none of those outside my area. ‘These groups keep us 
united tho’ only one and sometimes not any of our comrades can be present. 
May the miniature encampments, much more frequent than our annual get- 
together, function until eternity. 


NationaL ENCAMPMENT 


“Colpitts Tours” again took care of us in admirable fashion to and from 
Pittsburgh, where the Seventy-Third Encampment was held August 27-Sep- 
tember 1. Seven comrades including your Department Commander had an 
enjoyable trip aided and abetted by Department Secretary Helen A. Phinney 
and Brother “Jim” Skehan. None of us marched in the parade, riding in autos 
to the Grand Stand where from seats of prominence we viewed the spectacle 
of a modern military parade. A side trip allowed us to view the New York 
World’s Fair before returning home. 


WomMaAN’s Re.ier Corps 


Of course these noble women having been at our side for over half a century 
of service have convinced us that they are constantly behind us and not so 
far behind that we are unable to see them or obtain their help. In my own 
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corps I have served as color bearer regularly for some years, which may seem 
peculiar but it has been a joy to me and this year I have been fortunate in 
continuing tho’ the local unit is having its struggles along with myself trying 
to emulate a very praiseworthy practice the Woman’s Relief Corps has always 
had of presentation of flags. I contributed toward a flag to be secured by 
Stoughton Grange, P. of H. 


. LADIES OF THE GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC 


I am too much of a veteran not to realize the work of this fine group of 
women, who have ranked next to the Woman’s Relief Corps in each year’s 
report but unfortunately in my territory there are few, if any “Circles” and 
my travelling has been nearly “nil” so, as Uncle Josh would say I didn’t get 
to hear or see what they’ve been doing in any definite way. 


Sons oF UNION VETERANS OF THE CiviLt WaR 


My memories will always cherish the courtesies of these sons of noble sires. 
From the time Brother Joseph Doyle served as “door sentinel” at our last 
encampment when I also officiated, until I shall expect his services again our 
sons have stood by my side. A body guard of some dozen from Canton and 
Stoughton camps honored me at my reception. “Jim” Skehan, always loyal 
to the Grand Army engineered this feature. 

Noteworthy, too was a visit from the Department Commander, Frederic G. 
Bauer, during one of my sojourns in a Brockton Hospital, altho not acquainted 
with Col. Bauer until this visit, he had also arranged personally for my escort 
to and from the field day and banquet of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Co. in Boston. 


DAUGHTERS OF UNION VETERANS OF THE Civit War 


The reception given me by the Norfolk County Association Daughters of 
Union Veterans, was almost a year’s effort, the details appearing elsewhere in 
this report. I was obliged to decline the invitation to attend the reception 
given the Department President in Revere, as this was a long journey and at 
a time when I added unusual ailment to my usual ills and altho’ I missed their 
fair also, I received a delicious cake from the same. 

I do appreciate the visit made to me by the Department President, Miss 
Prescott, when she was in Stoughton making her official visit to the tent. 


Sons oF UNION VETERANS AUXILIARY 


My knowledge of this helpmate to our Camps is first hand, for this unit in 
Stoughton has tendered me many parties and felicitations. Most meeting nights 
of this Auxiliary when the camp has met in conjunction, found me at roll call 
but much less frequent of late. I have had the pleasure of visiting the-Auxiliary 
Department Encampment and always found it difficult to depart. 


Post ASSOCIATES 


The above heading is doubtless a new one in official Department Commander’s 
reports of the past. Probably no community in our Commonwealth is blest 
with a civic group of this nature, where business men of the town, many not 
eligible to membership in any patriotic body, or perhaps even American-born 
citizens, have for nearly a quarter of a century paid tribute to “the boys in 
blue” thru an annual joy feast at first extended to members of A. St. John 
Chambre Post 72, G. A. R., this event in November gradually included all 
G. A. R. comrades of the State. George E. Malcolm, former representative, 
has been the enthusiastic president of this citizens’ organization which is the 
most remarkable feature of its numerous attributes. 
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These Post Associates also honored me in May, just after my elevation to the 
office of Department Commander, in a double celebration on the occasion of 
my birthday. A large and variegated bouquet of flowers and a substantial sum 
of money was forthcoming. 


RECEPTION 


What would be called my official reception occurred on June 30, at the 
Stoughton Town Hall and sponsored by the Norfolk County Association Daugh- 
ters of Union Veterans. It was postponed from an earlier date, owing to mv 
ill health. Because of short notice not a few gathered on the original date. 
Any inconvenience experienced must have amply repaid the untiring efforts of 
the committee, headed by Mrs. Mildred Rogers, association president and well 
sustained by Mrs. Dolly Handy president of Tent 69, and her committee. ‘The 
spacious hall was crowded with well wishers, who appreciated an excellent 
program. 

Seven comrades were seated with me and heads of all allied organizations 
present. Mrs. Helen A. Phinney, “mother” to all our comrades and Secretary 
for our Department, graced the affair with her presence. 

Past Department Senior Vice-Commander, 8. U. V., Harold M. Drown, who 
has been of personal assistance to me in quite a measure represented the local 
camp in the receiving line. 


FRIENDLY RELATIONS COMMITTEE 


For approximately a dozen years this fine unit has been creating a closer 
knit bond of fraternity for our allied organizations. It honors the Grand Army, 
officially, once a year and at the same time furnishes what is perhaps the big 
social function midway betwixt encampments. Five comrades besides myself, 
were able to atterd the 1939 gathering at Wm. Olin Hall, Roxbury. 


ABRAHAM LINCOLN PoRTRAYED 


An invitation was extended to our comrades by Mr. Raymond Massey to 
witness the play at the Boston Opera House entitled “Abraham Lincoln in 
Illinois” on October 28, 1989. Seven comrades enjoyed it and after the per- 
formance, were escorted to the stage where Mr. Massey, who took the part of 
Lincoln, received us with every courtesy. 


VISITATIONS 


Visiting the nurses at the hospital has constituted the bulk of my visitations. 
However elsewhere in this report you may note a few appearances I’ve made 
while on duty. I might mention that in May I was in the Hall of Flags, State 
House, when Bay State Camp 8. U. V. placed a wreath with accompanying 
exercises. Governor Saltonstall was a guest. 

The first Saturday in June was “Dorchester Day” and I participated in the 
parade. I regret my inability to respond to the numerous requests I have 
received. My thanks for the fruit, flowers and phone calls received on different 
occasions, and have consumed many days of reading, re-reading and thought. 


DEPARTMENT OFFICERS 


Your commander has fallen down on the first requirement administration at 
headquarters. For some years Assistant Adjutant-Generals Turner, Bishop and 
most recently Comrade Green have covered this responsibility admirably, but 
even Comrade Green has been obliged to curtail his efficient efforts of late 
because of declining health. What the future has in store is more than proble- 
matical it is grave. 
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Our “guardian angel,” Secretary Helen A. Phinney, holds our secrets in a 
marked degree, and her inestimable ministrations to every need are constantly 
apparent. As a Daughter of A Veteran she has a great interest and love for 
our Comrades, which strengthens our hands, gladdens our hearts and dispels 
our fears. 


In CoNCLUSION 


Let us be thankful we have been spared to still see the liberty we helped 
to establish for our posterity, in a world of turmoil. 


“He has sounded forth the trumpet

ComrapDE:—I have the honor to submit the following as a report of service 
rendered to date. 

I want to thank my comrades for conferring on me the honor of Department 
Junior Vice-Commander. I have endeavored to fulfill the duties to the best 
of my ability. Have visited many social affairs of the Auxiliaries of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. Relief Corps, Sons and Daughters of Union Veterans, 
Ladies of the G. A. R., also Veterans of Foreign Wars and many schools. 

I have on every occasion received every courtesy and kindness and have been 
presented with many flowers. 

A Red Letter day always to be remembered was my 98rd Birthday when 
General Lander Corps 29 tendered me a party and reception, which was at- 
tended by over three hundred people, members of all auxiliaries and Fraternal 
Organizations, and many guests from out of town.

CoMRADE:—I have the honor to render to you my report as Department 
Chaplain. 

I have received reports from twenty-six Post Chenintae which have shown 
careful preparation and loyalty to our rules. Although there are Posts that 
have only one or two members left, attended Memorial Services, also the special 
Sunday Services. None failed to secure Ministers or a prominent speaker for 
the events. 

There were 94 cemeteries visited. The reports show that about sixteen 
thousand Veterans’ graves were decorated by Comrades of the Grand Army. 
In some Towns where the Grand Army ceases to exist, some Auxiliaries 
faithfully decorated the graves and held appropriate Memorial Services. 

A very gratifying result of the reports is that departing years have not in 
the least lessened the earnest and devoted care of the Auxiliaries of the Grand 
Army. 

The Women’s Relief Corps, and the Daughters of Union Veterans, are still 
a great encouragement to the “Boys in Blue.” 

Many of the reports show that the Sons of Union Veterans are still active 
and helpful. 

Thanks to the Headquarters Department, wherein all Grand Army men find 
a hearty welcome, Mrs. Helen Phinney, Secretary of the Department for years, 
is a wonderful encouragement and inspiration to all in any way connected with 


the Civil War.

Joy Street, Boston, which has been occupied by Post 134, G. A. R., since 1870, 
that there has been a move to deprive them of this hall. 


Comrade Biddle was unable to be present sent a committee to represent 
him. After much discussion regarding the facts, Commander Miles appointed 
Judge Advocate, Comrade Gay and Assistant Adjutant-General Comrade Green 
to investigate this case. 


Roll was called and all members were present except Comrade Phinney who 
was ill. 


Records of the previous meeting were read and approved. 


A Communication was received from the Daughters of Union Veterans, ex- 
pressing their thanks for the use of G. A. R. Headquarters. 


Letter was read from Past Commander-in-Chief Foster stating how much he 
appreciated the letter of good cheer sent him from Convention. 


Letter from Post 85, American Legion, inviting the comrades to join with 
them in the observing the 309th Anniversary of the founding of Dorchester on 
June 3, 1939. 

On motion duly seconded it was voted to accept the invitation and Comrades 
Miles, Green, Bronson, Faunce and Mitchell expressed a desire to be present. 

On motion of Comrade Page, seconded by Comrade Faunce, it was voted 
that the next Annual Encampment be held in the Hotel Bradford, Boston, 
April 9-10, 1940. And that the Secretary be given full power to arrange for 
the same. 

Matter was up for discussion as to whether the convention be held one or 
two days; after giving the question much thought it was voted that the con- 
vention be held for two days as in former years. 

This motion was made by Comrade Gay and seconded by Comrade Faunce. 
Carried. 

On motion of Comrade Page, seconded by Comrade Dodge it was voted to 
have the customary banquet and that the invitations to the guests be left to 
the Commander and Secretary. 

At the Department Encampment under new business Comrade Bronson 
asked what was to become of the property belonging to the Department at 
Headquarters when the Grand Army ceased to function. After much discus- 
sion regarding same, motion was made by Assistant Adjutant-General, Com- 
rade Green, seconded by Comrade Gay that it would be advisable to wait 
until the first Council Meeting and then there would be a better understanding 
as to the law bearing upon the case. 

The Secretary read part of Chapter 412, Section 2 of Acts and Resolves 
which was passed June 3, 1893 which is as follows: — 

The books of record, papers, relics, mementos and other effects of whatever 
nature belonging to the said Department of Massachusetts of the Grand Army 
of the Republic shall whenever said Department ceases to exist as a Depart- 
ment, organization, become the property of the Commonwealth. 

Also a list of the furniture at Headquarters which is the property of the 
State was read. 

On motion of Assistant Adjutant-General Green and seconded it was voted 
not to send the flag box to National Encampment as in former years but the 
American and State Flags be placed in the care of Department Color Bearer 
James P. Skehan, who would see to the transportation of same. 

Comrades Page and Faunce were appointed as Auditors. 
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On motion of Comrade Page seconded by Comrade Gay it was voted that 
the expense of the Department Secretary for attendance at the National En- 
campment in Pittsburgh, Pa., in August be paid from the funds of the De- 
partment. 

The Secretary reported calling on Commander Stoddard at the Soldiers Home 
Hospital, and his message to his comrades. 

Commander Stoddard spoke of the money that was to have been presented 
to him at the Department Encampment and asked the Secretary to take care 
of same until called for. 

Motion was made by Comrade Page and seconded by Comrade Gay that a 
rising vote of thanks be given the Secretary for the invaluable service she 
has rendered in securing the information regarding disposition of property 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, and other information which was so greatly 
needed. 

After discussion on matters in general meeting adjourned at 3.30 P.M.

The purpose of this meeting was to hear and act upon a resolution as pre- 
sented to the Council by Department Commander Frederic G. Bauer, Sons 
Union Veterans.

Boston, Mass., July 25, 1939. 
THe ADJUTANT GENERAL, 


GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC. 


Dear Sir AND ComrADE: — The Department of Massachusetts, Grand Army 
of the Republic, submits the following amendments to the Rules and Regula- 
tions of the Grand Army of the Republic, in order that thirty days notice 
may be given thereof before the assembling of the National Encampment as 
required by Article XVI of Chapter V of said Rules and Regulations: 

“Article IV of Chapter I of the Rules and Regulations is hereby amended 
by adding at the end thereof the following: 

“The foregoing shall be known as Veteran Members. In addition any Post 
may elect to membership in the Post and any Department may elect to mem- 
bership-at-large in the Department as Hereditary Members any lineal male 
descendants of persons who are or were eligible to Veteran Membership 
(including descendants of those who died in the service), provided such de- 
scendants are members of the Sons of Union Veterans of the Civil War. At 
any meeting of a Post or of a Department Encampment, on request of a Vel- 
eran Member, the votes of Veteran and Hereditary Members shall be taken 
separately and no affirmative vote so taken shall be valid unless a majority 
of the Veteran Members present and voting shall have voted in favor thereof, 
or, in case the Veteran Members are evenly divided, unless one half shall 
have voted in favor.” 

Article II of Chapter II of the Rules and Regulations is hereby amended 
by adding at the end thereof the following new section: 

“Section II. In Posts having more than one member election to Hereditary 
Membership shall be by vote of the Post. In Posts having only one member 
Hereditary Members may be admitted by such member or members at large 
may be assigned to the Post by the Department Commander in order to pre- 
vent the Post from becoming extinct, and the charter of any Post which has 
surrendered its charter may be restored by the Department Commander to 
Hereditary Members assigned to the Post and the Post reconstituted. Heredi- 
tary Members at large may be elected by the Department Encampment or by 
the Department Council of Administration.”

Department Commander Miles. I am going to ask Comrade Gay to escort 
him to my station. 

(Commander-in-chief Miles is escorted to the platform.) 

Comrade Gay. Commander, it gives me great pleasure to introduce to you 
Mr. William Miles, National Commander of the Indian War Veterans. 

Department Commander Miles. Will you say a word to us, Comrade? 

National Commander Miles. Comrades, I am delighted to be here with you. 
Of course you are getting dider every day and so are we. As you know, at 
the present time I am the’ National Commander of the Indian War Veterans, 
and of course you all know What that is. For 32 years I roamed the plains. 
I suppose I am the only living man in Massachusetts that belonged to Custer’s 
command. I helped bury Custer’ on the battlefield. Then I put in 30 years 
and was then retired. I will’ give’ vou my history and then I will sit down. 

First, I joined the Army’ in! 1874. ‘I joined in Boston. I was sent on direct 
to Fort Lincoln, Montana, 0: joi Custer’s regiment. I soldiered in the regi- 
ment 25 years, ’and then I weht to the Fifth Artillery and put in five years 
more, when I was retired and “then "came East. 

Now, I am a three-time wotndéd’ man, the records show that, and 1931 we 
held a convention in St. J osesh, Missouri, and I was elected Senior Vice-Com- 
hander, and afterwards the Corhmxizte er died and I was made Commander. 

I always have a very friend! affection for the Grand Army because they are 
the only ones that the Indisi» War Veterans tip their hats to. Now there are 
a whole lot of military organizations’ cut of course—really, I don’t throw flowers 
unless I have them to throw, ‘and 1) sositively refuse to recognize any organiza- 
tion ahead of the Grand Army. Our hands have always been out to them to 
shake hands and wish them Godspeed. Now, you see, I am getting to be an 
old man myself. We have it Roxkuty a Camp of Indian War Veterans, and I 
of course have been Past Commander for quite a while, and in that we have at 
the present time 66. That is sbout all we can find in the State, and in all we 
number only 4,800 at the present time. 

Now, I have often seen “ymrade Green but I don’t see him here today. I 
don’t recognize him. 

Comrade Green. Right back here. 

National Commander Miles. Oh, Yes. Sure, I recognize you now. And the 
Comrade that is sitting over there, I have often seen him, with his nice curly 
hair. 

Secretary Phinney. Comrade Bronson. 

National Commander Miles. I bring to you the greetings of Camp 32 of the 
National Indian War Veterans, and as I represent the whole organization I 
bring to you their greetings. Now, on June 20 we hold a convention in Chicago. 
And I suppose I will pass out like all the rest—I hope I will. We are getting old, 
you know. I am 84 at the present time, and when you pass 84 you commence to 
get old. Ihave ason. He is 48 years old, and he is Chief Justice of the Roxbury 
Court. We have celebrated our 52d wedding anniversary. So you see we are 
getting old people. 

And now I will sit down. I want to say to you God bless you all. I hope 
that when you meet again I will have the honor of coming to see you. I was 
bound I would come and see you this morning. I understood it was at the Hotel 
Manger, and I went down there but nobody could tell me anything about you. 
I ran into some friends there and they invited me in but I stayed only a short 
while because I wanted to hunt up the old comrades. Now God bless you and 
may we all meet again. Thank you. [Applause.] 

Comrade Gay. Commander Miles, I would just like to ask you how many 
members your group has? 

National Commander Miles. All together? 
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Comrade Gay. Yes. 
National Commander Miles. About 4,800. 
Comrade Gay. Oh. my! Some organization. 


National Commander Miles. Oh, it is small now. In 1930 we had about 6,000. 
But the little Camp that we have in Roxbury now numbers 66, and four years 
ago we numbered 103. 


Comrade Staples. I would like to know if you are any relation to General 
Nelson Miles? 


National Commander Miles. None whatever, but I soldiered under him for 
many days and many months. Thank you again for your attention. [Ap- 
plause. | 


Comrade Snow. Commander, I was interested’ in vets Comrade Miles talk 
about the Indians. I remember at the close of the Civil War how the Indians 
were massacring the white people, and I don’t knew as I ever had greater desire 
to go to war more than I did then so as to fight the Indians, and I always 
blamed the Government for sending only 300 men ‘to fight the Indians. T hey 
ought to have sent 10,000 because there were 15,000 Indians fighting 300 men. 

National Commander Miles. All you potnradick. ‘will remember that during 
your service in the Army the West was in the hands of the Indians. You remem- 
ber that. When I went out in 1874 west'‘of’the Missouri was all occupied by 
the Indians—savage Indians at that. Well. tve fought them during that time, 
and finally the coming year I went into the ‘Seventh Cavalry, of which I was 
Trumpeter in Company H, we were ordered into the field. That was the time 
we fell in with Custer. We were in the field for, about two months, until it 
came to the 21st day of June, 1876, and then cne morning as we were on the 
march out on the plains, Custer ordered everybody. to be ready to march, and 
so after we marched about a mile he halted the column, and he said, “Major 
Reno.” Major Reno was the ranking officer under Custer. He called him up, 
and of course I, being Trumpeter, rode up with Major Reno, and I could hear 
distinctly every word said. And he said to Reno, “Major, you take half of the 
regiment and I will take the other half, and we will march 20 miles a day until 
we reach the mouth of the Big Horn River, and if we see any Indians I want you 
to send a courier immediately to me.’ 

Well, we started out and as we went away he said, “Major, my orders are 
20 miles a day, and on the fourth day we'll meet:” ‘And Reno lifted his hat and 
said, “Yes.” The orders were for Reno to go to the right and Custer to go to 
the left and march 20 miles a day. When we had marched 20 miles we stopped 
and we went into camp for the night. We found out afterwards that Custer 
made a forced march of 48 miles, throwing him 28 miles ahead of us, and on 
the second day he marched 40 miles, and that threw him 20 miles more that 
day ahead of us, and then he met the Indians. 

I remember distinctly as we rode along on the plains we saw some Crow In- 
dians coming towards us. They were scouts watching the Indians. They went 
out and located their camps and then came in, and as they came across the 
plains everybody knew what it meant. We knew that those Indians had found 
the enemy camp. So Reno gave orders. (I don’t want to tire you too much, 
so I will skip as much as I can.) But when those scouts came in they jumped 
from their ponies and fell on their stomachs and began to pound the grass, so 
we knew the Indians were close to us. So the order was received to get ready 
for a forced march, and we did march all that day, and at 10 o’clock on the 
next morning we came up over a big bluff where we could look right down on 
the Indians below us. The Indians were running, scattering all around over the 
area. But down over this bluff you could see this river as it flowed along the 
Snake River, way down. It was three miles away, and three miles off you could 
see the Indian village. It led back from the plains a mile and a half. There 
were 12,000 Indians there, and Custer had 257 men. So you see he didn’t stand 
much of a chance. 

Well, we supposed that Custer had attacked as he was supposed to attack 
on the left-hand side of the river, that is, off at that end, and Reno was to 
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attack down at this end and close them in, sandwich them all together. And 
so we forded the river. The river was 5 and a half feet deep and 12 and a 
half feet wide. We had to jump our horses in the water and swim them across 
and get them up on the bank. We did that about a mile down where the camp 
left off. Then we came up to the camp and the Indians withdrew and didn’t 
fire a shot at us. We kept going until we got nearly a quarter of a mile up into 
that camp, and all at once we discovered that the Indians were closing in behind 
us. So Reno hollered to me—there is a lot to tell you because somebody may 
tell you different but this is the fact. I had proof of it. It is in the records here. 
At that stage I happened to be the Trumpeter for Reno on that day, and Reno 
hollered to me and said, “Sound Retreat,” and I think of all the times—you 
know, I was 30 years a Trumpeter, but I don’t suppose in all my life I ever 
blew a signal like that before. You know, there was a pride that we had. But 
anyway I sounded it, and we retreated, and as we went across the river and up 
the side of the bluff the Indians followed us, and they got seven of our officers 
and 37 of our men out of that 212 men. So you see that weakened us. They 
got us up and some of the wounded, what we could save. We couldn’t stop to 
get the dead but only the wounded. And we commenced to dig trenches to put 
the wounded in and lug them up there. 

Our ammunition wasn’t any too much, and we had been fighting for three or 
four hours. We were very exhausted, the horses were tired, and then Reno 
called everybody together at 4 o’clock at night, but we had our scouts out, you 
know, and he said, ‘““The Government is unable to detach any man to carry a 
despatch through Indian country but a volunteer can carry it. Now, if some 
man will volunteer to carry it he will get $500 and his discharge if he want it.” 
Now here in Roxbury was a little fellow who died just about a year ago that 
volunteered to carry the despatch, and he went out. He was supposed to carry 
it to General Nelson Miles that was then supposed to be in camp about 60 miles 
away. He got his location from Major Reno and started out, and of course we 
didn’t know where he was. Our ammunition was getting low. Daylight came 
and the Indians were attacking, and as we had very little ammunition we ex- 
pected we would all get killed because we didn’t think Guinan would ever get 
through. But he got through, and on the third morning Major Reno hollered, 
“Trumpeter.” 

I said, “What is it, Major?” 

He said, “Did you hear a trumpet call?” 

I said, “No, I didn’t.” 

“You must be deaf,” he said. “Listen.” 


I listened. Pretty soon I could hear a call way, way off, just distinguish the 
trumpet call. And he said, “Answer it,” and I kept answering it, and it kept 
coming nearer and nearer and pretty soon, about a half or three-quarters of 
an hour, up over the hill came 2,300 men, and those 2,300 men saved us. 

Then the next thing to be done was to look for Custer. Custer hadn’t been 
heard from and nobody knew where he was, and so they sent our scouts to find 
him, and they found him up at the other end on the side of a hill with his men, 
all massacred. Then we had to bury them. 

Now, I was only 17 years of age, and they didn’t raise soldiers then, nor when 
you were in you didn’t get $65 suits to wear. I know I didn’t, and I know you 
got just what I got—a little cotton shirt, one blouse, a pair of pants and a pair 
of brogan shoes and your gun. That is what I got. Isn’t that what you got? 
And so, after they were all buried—oh, I want to tell you about Custer, there 
are so many different stories about it. I have never allowed myself to read a 
story on the Custer battle because I was there and I know, and it makes me 
angry if I should read something that somebody had written that wasn’t so. 

Custer’s body was picked up and put on a travois. Some of you would know 
what that is. It is two poles and stretched across it is a piece of canvas, and 
his body was laid on that and the ends of the poles were put up on the side of 
the pony and it was dragged along over the plains to Fort Lincoln. His horse 
was taken in the same way. I saw it in Chicago last summer. It was wounded 
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several times when we picked it up but it got better and lived until it died of 
old age, then a taxidermist took it and it is on exhibition in a museum in Chi- 
cago, Illinois. 

Then I returned to Boston. I had run away from Boston. I had gone under 
another name on my first enlistment and then I changed to my own name for 
the last three enlistments. I hadn’t heard a word from my home in all those 
years, and I thought I would come up to see if I could find any of them. When 
I went away I had a brother, a sister, a father and a mother, and when I came 
back I stayed here two weeks in Boston. I went to the Town of Braintree 
where I ran away from and couldn’t find any of them, then I went to Maine, 
where my folks came from, and I found them all buried in a cemetery there. 
Then I took my wife whom I had married some time before and we came to 
Brockton. We liked Brockton pretty well and we settled there until we came 
to Boston, and here I am. 

Now that is the story of the Mileses, and I thank you very much for listen- 
ing to me. [ Applause. ] 

Department Commander Miles. If there is no further business we will ad- 
journ to return here at half past 1 or 2 P.M., and what little business there is 
to be done can be done and the installation of officers can be taken care of, 
as you know on the second day we never have so many comrades, and some 
of the officers that have been elected this morning may not be here on the second 
day. 

Comrade Page. I make a motion we adjourn to 2 P.M. 

(Recess from 11.85 A.M. to 2 P.M.) 


(The comrades present at the Encampment were the guests at lunch of a 
group of Sons of Union Veterans.) | 


AFTERNOON SESSION 


[Preceding the afternoon session the comrades adjourned to the broadcasting 
rooms of Station WBZ and listened to a broadcast, beginning at 2.30 P.M., con- 
ducted by H. Harding Hale in behalf of the Sons of Union Veterans, in which 
Comrade Bronson, who was present at the surrender of Lee at Appomattox, 
described the occurrences of the day. Comrade Gay also took part in the broad- 
cast. The comrades then reassembled at their Encampment at 3 P.M. | 

Department Commander Miles. The comrades will come to order and listen 
to the report of the Committee on the Commander’s Address. 

Comrade Gay. Comrades, if you will listen for a moment I will give you the 
report of the Committee on the Commander’s Address, and it reads something 
like this:—The report of the Department Commander is a fine, skillful and 
finished piece of work, touching at every point on questions affecting our organ- 
ization, and makes a valuable report as submitted to us. Signed George A. Gay, 
Dudley L. Page, and Samuel Snow. 

[Said report was accepted. | 

Department Commander Miles. Next order of business, delegates and alter- 
nates to National Convention. 

_ Secretary Phinney. Reads the list. Delegate-at-Large, Gilbert D. Streeter; 
alternate-at-large, William H. Burns. Representative, Charles F. Staples; alter- 
nate, Dennis Driscoll. 

Comrade Alden. Commander, I move you that the nominations be accepted. 

(Said motion, being duly seconded, was unanimously carried.) 

Secretary Phinney. Comrade Bronson, would you like to have me read your 
report for the Council of Administration ? 

Comrade Bronson. Yes. 

Secretary Phinney. Council of Administration: John E. Bronson, Charles A. 
Miles, George W. Green, Prince A. Phinney, and James §. Mitchell. 

Department Commander Miles. Are you willing to accept these names. as 
members of the Council? Those in favor will signify in the usual manner, and 
I declare them elected. We will now have the installation of officers.

The Greetings Committee from the Sons of Veterans is here. Dr. Homan, 
Past Commander-in-Chief, is Chairman. 

Dr. Ernest W. Homan. Commander and Comrades, in a doctor’s office a 
young man was sitting who was going to get married. He told the doctor he 
was going to marry a girl named Ann in a couple of weeks, and then he went 
on and said, “But, Doctor, I got something else on my chest that I want to get 
off,’ and the doctor said, “That’s all right, my son. Go ahead. What is it?” 
And he said, “It’s a girl’s name tattooed on my chest but the name is ‘Mabel.’ ” 
[ Laughter. ] 

I want to get something off my chest this morning the very first thing, and 
that is the fact that I am glad to be here, just the same as you are all glad to 
be here too. I heard the other day that Comrade Green was sick, and I was 
lying in bed myself with a very bad cold, something of the same affliction that 
Comrade Green had, although there was a great deal of difference in our ages, 
and I didn’t know whether I would make this Encampment or not.

“Well,” he said, “the Doctor asked me a lot of fool questions about what I 
ate and all that kind of thing, and finally he told me I had got to stop drinking 
or my ears would get worse.”

The spectacle presented was 
a moving one, deeply stirring the emotions of the spectators. ]

Department Commander Miles. Past Commander-in-Chief Kirchgassner. 
Past Commander-in-Chief Frank L. Kirchgassner. Commander and Com- 
rades, and Sisters, I am very glad to be one of the members of these meetings 
here. I can’t tell stories like “Doc” Homan but I have traveled with you a 
good many years and I know how it makes me feel, what it does to me to be 
with you. It is mighty fine to have seen the members out yesterday and so 
many of them standing it the second day. You have come from different sec- 
tions of the State, even traveling from another State just beyond the bounds 
of Massachusetts, from Pepperell where his Post is—Comrade George Gay from 
Nashua, New Hampshire. And then we know we have a “sweet thing” up in 
Lowell because we see when we pick up the famous candy boxes still the name 
of “Page” upon the boxes, and he is to be the Leader of the Grand Army 
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this coming year. Then we have Cumrade Staples from Leominster and Com- 
rade Bronson from Dedham, my two pals and friends, and I am glad to see 
here today Comrade Green from Jamaica Plain, Comrade Burns from Attleboro, 
Comrade Driscoll from Boston, Comrade Streeter from Orange, and Comrade 
Snow from Marblehead—a brave section all there together. 

As you know, I have been always on the trips to the National Encampment, 
and when we have our friendly relations committee most of us plan to be there, 
and it has been my pleasure to have carried many of you to those meetings 
and back again, and we have tried this year to make plans so that some of 
the Sons would bring you to the meetings. Those are the things we have loved 
to do for you because you have taught us that respect we have for you, and 
we do it because we know you are the fathers who gave us the right as sons 
of the Civil War. 

“Doc” was talking about Comrade Green being sick and he lying in bed at 
the same time. Well, you know before Comrade Green went out for the last 
time down to the Sons of Veterans, at the very moment he was ill I took to 
bed the day before and for two and a half weeks I was in bed while he was up 
at the other end of Jamaica Plain. Well, I came back and last week for the 
first time I commenced to feel like myself, and I was mighty glad of those 
little visits up to Comrade Green, seeing him gradually improve, then coming 
‘to the door the last time and greeting me and seeing me go. It was my pleasure 
to bring him down here Tuesday morning. 

So you see I have had that contact with you men that I can’t forget. I have 

tried to be pleasant and to make your trips pleasant and a success, and we are 
glad to do that whenever you ask it. We are organized for that purpose and 
if during this past year we have tried to bring before the public some of the 
events in our civic life, some of the historic events in which you men have taken 
part, it was our thought that we must not allow the people to forget those 
things for which you stood, those things in which you took part which must not 
be forgotten in this country—because had it not been for your services and 
the sacrifices you made to maintain the Union, we would not be the great nation 
we are today. And so I am sure all the other veteran organizations feel as we 
do, that they are proud of the service you rendered. 
_ We are glad to see you out today. We are glad to see the sun shining on 
-you, and may it continue to shine upon you long and may you long endure in 
the years to come.

Past Commander-in-Chief William L. Anderson. Comrade Miles and Com- 
rades of the Grand Army of the Republic, I am indeed happy this morning to 
have this privilege of coming here with my brother members and to bring the 
greetings of our Massachusetts Department. I also have the honor this morn- 
ing of bringing the greetings of our Commander-in-Chief Barrett of California, 
who cannot be here today. 


Well, my Comrades, yesterday we observed the anniversary of the surrender 
of Lee to Grant—Appomattox Day, and the thought comes into the mind that 
some day you men are going to surrender, too. But you are still marching, albeit 
slowly, until the day comes when you, too, will surrender. You will surrender 
to your Great Commander-in-Chief above. And when that day comes, we, your 
sons, want to be in position whereby we can keep alight the torch of patriotism 
which you lit and are handing down to us. 


Oh, yes, some of you men answered the call of Abraham Lincoln 75 years 
ago, and some of you I know heard the terms of peace of Grant to Lee 75 years 
ago, and through those years and since that time you men have still been fight- 
ing the battles of patriotism and good citizenship throughout the length and 
breadth of our land. You have been an example to all these veteran organiza- 
tions who have answered the call of you men who have been our inspiration 
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as patriotic organizations. And, my Comrades, don’t forget this—that just as 
long as there is one Grand Army man there will be the Grand Army of the 
Republic.

Mrs. Flora A. S. Whitney, Past National President. You don’t have to intro- 
duce me, Commander, because I know them all and they know me. Comrades 
of the Grand Army, it is certainly one of the happiest moments of my life to 
come here and be with you in your little Encampment today. It carries me 
back many years ago, as I said yesterday, to the time when I used to go down 
to Faneuil Hall and extend to you the greetings of our Department.

Comrade Gay. Commander Miles, I have the great pleasure to introduce to 
you the Department President-Elect of the Ladies of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, Mrs. Harriet B. Amden. 


Mrs. Frances Haskell, National President. Commander Miles and my Com- 
rades, I deem it the greatest honor, I do, of my life. I have all my life since I 
can remember wanted to meet the comrades of the Civil War, and when the 
Department President asked me if I would bring the greetings to the Grand 
Army I said yes, I would, it would be one of the bright spots of my visit to 
Massachusetts to have the honor of bringing greetings to you boys. And when 
we stop to think of the years that have gone by—75, isn’t it—since the close 
of the War of Rebellion, and you comrades have been privileged to live to see 
this day when sectional animosities engendered before and by the War are 
dying out, we realize that you fought for liberty and you did not fight in vain. 
The whole of the nation is united, and, boys, we have you to thank for every- 
thing we have in this life. What would it have been if we had had a split, we 
will say, and when we wanted to be free, as free as the leaves on the trees, had 
been bound hand and foot and had to do as they wanted us! 


Comrade Andrew and I have been traveling for six weeks together visiting 
heads of patriotic organizations, and everywhere we would go, some speakers 
would get up and say that the Civil War did some good, it was a war of the 
States and that was settled; and Comrade Andrew sprang to his feet and said, 
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“IT beg your pardon, it was a civil war, it was not a war of the States.” And 
they said, “We are a democracy now,” and he jumped up and said, “We are 
a republic, and that is what we fought to make it, a free republic.” And, boys, 
that is what we have to thank you for today. 

I bring greetings from the National Department of the Ladies of the Grand 
Army of the Republic and our everlasting thanks to you for what you have 
given us. You know, I spoke to you these verses yesterday: 


They have given for us ALL they had to give; 
What more could one give than his life 

To save for posterity this free, lovely land? 

They endured every hardship and strife, 

But they did it so bravely, with no thought of self, 
They were fighting for ME and for YOU; 

They have have honored our Flag that we love, 
The beautiful Red, White and Blue. 


You have given us that which is truer than all else—our liberty, our heritage, 
our names; and we love you for that of which we are a part. You have made 
a lifetime sacrifice for us all, our loved Flag that we so dearly prize, that it 
may wave over every hamlet, with naught to bind us but the Cross of Christ. 

Comrades, my grandfather enlisted in the War when he was 47 years old. 
He went back with an uncle who came home wounded in April and he served 
the last year of the War. ‘There were several uncles, I had four uncles in the 
War. My mother had four brothers in the War, and her youngest brother 
was in the Battle of the Wilderness, and I have the letter written to my mother 
the night before he went into battle. He said there would be terrible bloodshed 
and a grand struggle for Richmond. The letter was written in that beautiful, 
fine shaded writing, the old-fashioned type of writing on that linen paper, and 
it is practically just as good as when he wrote it. Of course we have preserved 
it. And so I know, I feel that the ones who gave their lives did not do so in 
vain; but you boys came home and you went on living, you went on making 
this the nation that it is. You were the foundation for us to build on. You 
worked to carry this nation ahead. And I am so pleased to be able to greet 
you, and again my congratulations to you that you are alive and well and here 
and able to carry on, and the National body sends their love and greetings. 
[ Applause. ] 

Mrs. Harriet B. Amsden, Department President-Elect. Commander Miles 
and Comrades, I am not going to say very much because you have heard from 
our National President and I haven’t her eloquence but I do bring you the 
greetings of the Department of Massachusetts, Ladies of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, and to our Comrade, Commander Miles, in behalf of our President 
I hand this little gift to you, and she wishes for you a pleasant time while you 
are in Convention. And I bring you my best wishes for a happy Convention.

Before the banquet commenced Mayor Tobin was introduced by Past Com- 
mander-in-Chief Anderson. 

Past Commander-in-Chief Anderson. May I have your attention just a 
moment? Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic, among our honored 
guests is one whom we are happy to have here this afternoon with us, the 
Mayor of Boston. He is a busy man but I want to say in his presence now that 
at any time anything was asked of the Mayor of Boston in the interests of 
the Grand Army of the Republic it has always been granted by his Honor. 
And may I say also that any request that has ever been made of him by or 
on behalf of the Sons of Union Veterans who are organized to perpetuate the 
memory of these men, our wishes likewise have always been granted. And now 
I am glad and happy to have the honor of presenting to you the Mayor of the 
City, Honorable Maurice J. Tobin. [Applause, all rising. ] 

His Honor, Mayor Tobin. Commander of Sons of Union Veterans, Com- 
mander of the Grand Army of the Republic, your colleagues and their wives 
and daughters, and friends:—I am indeed happy to be one of your guests 
here this afternoon and to have the opportunity of representing Boston’s citi- 
zens at this your annual get-together. I think that the best way to describe 
the feelings of the American people as regards the members of the Grand Army 
was once expressed by John Boyle O’Reilly in speaking to the Union Veterans. 
At that time he said: 

“The Veteran of the War is dearer and nearer than even the flag. He 
is a living flag, starred and scarred. In the wild days he kept step to the 
music of the Union.” 

If it had not been for you men way back in the days of ’61-’65, just think 
of what might happened to this wonderful country of ours! Between the Cana- 
dian border and the Gulf of Mexico and Mexico to the south we would have 
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had two nations, and who knows but we in this country might have gone through 
the same experience that Ireland has gone through for 500 years. 

We have here a great democracy. The great majority of our people are 
descendants of about twenty-two different nationalities; but after that one great 
question was decided, the question of states’ rights, we have lived in peace and 
in harmony, and I know we are going to continue to do so forever as a result of 
the wonderful things you did which you have lived to realize. Today, if all 
those twenty-two nationalities could live in the same peace and harmony that 
the descendants of those races enjoy in this country they too could live and 
enjoy the peace and harmony in which we live. And I know those of you who 
have gone through the terrible horrors of war do not want to see the United 
States become embroiled in this conflict. But again we are facing the prospect 
that this generation will be asked to march in behalf of those first. principles of 
our American nation. We tried to maintain our democracy in Europe 20 years 
ago,—in other words, we tried to “make the world safe for democracy,” and we 
can all see the result. 

The best way we can preserve democracy for the world is to do something 
which will serve to protect and promote our own democracy, and the surest 
way to preserve that 1s to mind our own business, and until we know that the 
nations of the world desire our kind of democracy, let us confine our efforts to 
preserving it in this country. [Applause. ] 

I was at lunch yesterday when the Lieutenant-Governor of the Common- 
wealth came in and reported the terrible catastrophe down in Weymouth where 
four lives were lost. Everyone was horror stricken. And I wonder how many 
Americans who talk about the United States going into the war to save democ- 
racy give any thought to the five hundred Veterans of the World War, the living 
dead in Bedford, Massachusetts, with their minds gone, every one sick mentally 
and physically. They don’t give consideration to that; they have no thought 
of it. If we were to become involved in another war our debt would become 
mountainous, and, in addition to that, production grown up to meet the war’s 
needs, which would let down after the war is over, would create for us more 
unemployment than we have at the present time and another economic problem, 
and we would lose our Christian and religious civilization, and that may happen. 

So, I think the best thing that we can do is to be good Americans as you men 
were and think first of preserving our country, our nation, the heritage that you 
have handed down to us, and by zealously guarding and maintaining our gov- 
ernment in the proper way democracy may come back into the world. The best 
way to make the world safe for democracy is for this, the most powerful nation 
in the world, to preserve democracy here and let it be a living flame to be 
earried throughout the world. 

Oh, what we owe you! We accepted all that you did in that four-year period. 
If it had not been for the sacrifices you made to preserve this Union we would 
not have the great country that we have today in which to live; and I trust 
that those of us in our generation and the one coming along and the third 
generation that comes after us will find the country as you gave it to us. 


Now, in behalf of the citizens of the City of Boston, I know you gentlemen 
would like to have me do something for the ladies who are present here, and, as 
the spokesman and the representatives of Boston’s citizens, I am going to present 
these beautiful bouquets to your wives and your daughters as an expression of 
the appreciation that Boston’s citizens have for these wonderful ladies who do 
so much for you gentlemen to whom we look up as heroes. And I should like at 
this time to offer the first bouquet to Mrs. Helen Phinney [presenting }. 

[The presentation of bouquets to the ladies created much pleasure and sur- 
prise, not only to them but to the Comrades. ] 

It has been a great pleasure to me to be with you. I wish that I could stay 
longer but in a big city like Boston there is a lot of work to be done. Thank 
you once more. [Loud applause. | 

[The Mayor created further pleasure by having a group picture taken of 
himself with the Comrades. ] 
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Past Commander-in-Chief Anderson. We are deeply grateful to his Honor for 
having come here to spend this little time with us, and we thank him again. 

[Three cheers for the Mayor were given by the ladies with a vim. ] 

Mayor Tobin. Thank you very, very much, ladies. 

[At the conclusion of the banquet, the comrades and guests witnessed the 
film of “Abe Lincoln in Illinois,” presented through the courtesy of Mr. Harry 
McDonald, Division Manager, Keith’s Memorial Theatre. The picture lasted 
nearly two hours and a half, and the scenes depicted, particularly those relating 
to Lincoln’s campaign, brought back stirring memories to the comrades, and at 
the conclusion their pleasure was evidenced by hearty applause. |
